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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1 5 November 201 0 
have been considered but are not persuasive. Applicant's principle arguments are that Reichler does not disclose a robotic dispenser 
whose movement is not impeded during the removal of certain slides. 

In response, it is noted that Reichler discloses fluid dispensing tools 190 and 192 that are operated autonomously from heating elements 
that heat slides located in a sample processing position. One of ordinary skill would have recognized that the heating operation of one slide 
could be terminated and its respective retaining device 102 undamped during the same time period that tools 190 and 192 are traveling 
down the line to process other slides. Unclamping retaining device 102 would not prohibit the movement of tools 190 and 192 provided 
slides are processed and removed in a stepwise fashion starting at one end and moving to the other end (see slides 86 arranged in a line in 
Figure 3). Accordingly, Reichler discloses a system fully capable of removing a first slide without interfering with the processing of other 
slides. In response to Applicant's argument that Reichler does not disclose the insertion or removal of a slide without interrupting 
movement of a fluid dispensing member, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. 
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
